and subject them to tests. The Machias 
is now in the Brooklyn navy-yard. Her 
condition is such that it is believed that 
certain defective plates can be traced by 
specific numbers, and when located can be 
put to a test. 

Lieut. Ackerman was again before the 
committee today. He gave the history of 
some of the plates with a view to locating 


additional evidence of the methods of 
work of government inspection at the 
Carnegie works. 

The witness said that the. Carnegie Com- 
pany knew in advance what plates would 
be selected from the groups for tests. 
The irregular cold-water baths secretly 
given to plates was disclosed by some 
of the informers, which make the plates 
structtrally weak and subject to be 
cracked by a shot. The evide of one 
of the informers located such W plate on 
the conning tower of the New York. 
Chairman Cummings read from the evi- 
dence of one of the informers:

Ackerman presented a statement 
which was regarded by the committee as 
very important, as it gave the various 
ships of the navy on which the defective 
armor plates are located, with the exact 
location of each plate. Of these plates 
the defects are of various kinds and de- 
grees of seriousness.

Swelling. 
It May Yet Return to Its Former 
Course 


This Would Mean the Loss of 
Millions. 


The Arkansas Makes a Rise of Twelve 
Inches in a Night- Two Women 
Drowned Near York- 
ville, Kan.

OMAHA, June 11.—The rain in this vi-, 
cinity has ceased, but the Missouri River 
continues to rise steadily. The positive 
danger line is eighteen feet and the stage 
of the water is something over fourteen 
feet. 

The indications are for increasing rains 
in this vicinity and the north tonight, 
which makes the situation more serious. 
The river is pouring into Florence Lake 
today. This is a body of water a few miles 
above the city,. formerly the old river bed, 
and for years the river has threatened to 
return to its ancient channel by this 
course. This would result in the destruc- 
tion of millions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty, as the old river bed for miles is 
crowded with freight yards, big ware- 
houses and residences. 

While the rise of three feet would bring 
the river to a very dangerous stage, it 
would take even more to force it into the 
old channel, as the property-owners along 
the route have taken every precaution to 
protect their places with artificial means. 
The river men are watching the encroach- 
ing water closely. The river cannot pos- 
sibly reach the danger line before noon 
tomorrow at the most rapid rise. 

A FOOT IN A NIGHT.

MULEY’S GONE. 


The Belief Prevails ; That He Was Made Away 
With. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

MADRID, June 11.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
El Globe publishes the unofficial report 
of the death of the Sultan of Morocco, 
Muley Hassen. 

TANGIER, June 11.—News from the 
interior confirms the report of the death 
of Sultan Muley Hassen, while traveling 
between the capital and Rabat. It is ru- 
mored the Sultan’s son, Muela Abdahasis, 
has been proclaimed Sultan. 
Additional advices regarding the death of 
the Sultan say he suffered from fever for 
four days previous to his death, and -he 
died while giving orders. For some time 
before his death he began vomiting and 
continued to suffer in this manner when 
he expired. It is added that the symp- 
toms of his disease point to poisoning. 

Later, 4:30 p.m.—It is known the Sultan 
died suddenly on June 7 at Tadla, between 
Morocco and Casa Blanca. Measures have 
been taken here to prevent anticipated dis- 
order. Sensational rumors are in circula- 
tion as to the cause of the Sultan’s death, 
and the populace is becoming excited. 

MADRID, June 11.—Advices from Mo- 
rocco say trouble is expected throughout 
Morocco and especially around Mellilla 
and Cesta. 

TROUBLE EXPECTED. 

MADRID, June 11.—The Spanish govern- 
ment has requested the European powers 
to act in concert in Morocco to avert a 
civil war. 

LONDON, June 11.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Tangiers says that a steamer 
from along the coast has arrived there and 
reports that all was quiet at the various 
places at which she stopped. Abdul Aziz 
has been acknowledged as Sultan and is 
collecting forces to go to Fez. Little or 
no opposition to his ascension to the 
throne is expected there. 

MADRID, June 11.—The news of the 
death of the Sultan caused a sensation in 
Bourse circles in this city. The outlook in 
Africa is regarded as gloomy and rein- 
forcements of troops have been ordered to 
Mellilla and other Spanish settlements in 
Morocco. 

LONDON, June 11.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Madrid says that all the 
Spanish officers and diplomats there who 
have recently been in Morocco apprehend 
serious trouble if the fanatical party 
headed by Muley Mahommed, the eldest 

son of the late Sultan, should resist the 

proclamation of his brother as Sultan. 
Four brothers of the late Sultan are also 
r likely to prove a source of trouble. 
A dispatch to a news agency in Tangiers 
says that according to the certificates of 
the doctors who attended him, the cause 
of the Sultans’ death was dysentery.

MASSILLON (O.)) June 11.—In the face 
of a prospective settlement of the wage 
question at Columbus, the aspect of the 
miners’ strike and its attendant difficul- 
ties along the line of the Cleveland, Lor- 
aine and Wheeling road, particularly in 
this county, grows steadily worse, and 
what was three days ago a local outbreak 
at the southern terminus, has now spread 
over a distance of 100 miles, every foot 
of which seems to be threatened by the 
all-pervading spirit of lawlessness.

The 
stikers are so lawless that track-walkers 
will not risk their lives and the road is 
unguarded north of Urichsville.

| A Murder in Cold Blood at Phoenix—Ex-Sen- 


ator Tabor on the Coast—Wine- 
growers to Meet—Other 
Happenings.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 11.—(Special. 
Dispatch.) Following quickly upon his 
marriage, George Crocker has furnished 
the gossips of half a dozen cities with an- 
other sensation. For weeks idle tongues 
have been wagging over the affairs of the 
recently-married millionaire, and at last 
out of the mazé@ of rumor truth has come. 
The jolly benedict has been busy of late 
in other matters as well as love. He has 
been wooing at two shrines instead of one, 
and his activity has set the Crocker Com- 
pany and the Pacific’ Improvement Com- 
pany by the ears. 

Under a promise which on his oath 
he swears to keep, he has received $400,000, 
and now he is hot after what yet belongs 
to him of an enormous fortune. He has 
made a formal demand upon the Crocker 
Company to withdraw every cent of his 
money and his share of his parent’s es- 
tate from the railroad. He wants to haye 
nothing to do with transportation com- 
panies and improvement concerns, and 
his demand has revived ‘the agitation 
which Mrs. Stanford’s demands caused 
months ago. In asking that his money be 
withdrawn from the railroad, George 
Crocker has locked horns with the Pa- 
cific Improvement Company, and subjected 
that interesting corporation to danger of 
more trouble, possible litigation, and, to 
say the least, a great deal of annoyance. 
His demand involves an accounting prob- 
ably of transactions in open market and a 
lot of other things, disagreeable to the 
mind of C. P. Huntington and to mem- 
bers of the Crocker Company. 

The mystery surrounding the recent 
actions of George Crozker has dissapeared. 
All rumors which have floated from New 
York and back again may be reduced to 
two plain facts. George Crocker has re- 
ceived $400,000 in the last few months, 
and now he wants the rest of his enormous 
fortune. As a reward for five long years 
of ‘sobriety, George Crocker is today richer 
by $400,000 than he was three months ago. 
For five years George Crocker has resisted 
the seductions of the tempter. For five. 
years he has sustained from intoxicating 
beverages, spiritous and malt. He has 
dodged the company of convivial spirits. 
Jolly fellows, who made famous midnight 
Fevels:at Del Monte could not ¢Gount him 
as one of their number. He has not for 
five years looked upon wine when it was. 
red, and now, as he speeds on his way 
to the Old World, he has the conscious- 
ness of a promise well kept and the pos- 
session of a princely fortune well earned, 

For many years George Crocker has 
been, in certain respects, under a ban. 
The grave did ‘not rob his father of the 
force of a command, and, when the late 
railroad king made his will, he propared 
@ secret agreement, which has Been faith; 
fully kept. Before Charles Crocker died he 
was persuaded that his son George was 
a young man somewhat intemperate in 
his habits. He appeared unequal to the 
task of remaining sober for any length of 
time worth considering. He was a jolly- 
fellow-well-met in all places, and at all 
times. Charles Crocker was convinced that 
George needed some sort of a check, and 
one was provided in the secret agreement. 
The public, as a matter of course, never 
knew of this agreement. As the agreement 
was not in the nature of a codicil to. the 
will, there was no necessity for making 
the document a public record, and it did 
not have to be filed with the papers of the 
estate. One may search the records in the 
County Clerk’s office, but it may not be 
found. So far as reocrds show, the estates 
of Charles Orocker, and Mary Crocker 
were divided equally among the children. „ 

The records are misleading in one por- 
ticular. George Crocker was never given 


the way. This agreement recites the al- 
leged fact that George has been a young 
man of intemperate habits, and that it 
would be extremely unwise for him to have 
the care of much money unless he gave 
evidence of a very radical change in his 
disposition. The elder Crocker nsid- 
ered that five years would be time enough 
in which to give his son a trial, and he 
provided in the agreement that George was 
not to receive any part of his share for 
five years. If at the end of that time he 
had not imbibed any intoxicating liquors 
he was to receive $400,000. At the expira- 
tion of another five years, lived out under 
the same conditions, he was to receive 
| $400,000 more. This agreement was signed 
by Charles Crocker and by the executors 
of his will. An immediate change was 
noticed in George and for five years he 
has been a model of sobriety and a stand- 
ard of excellence for those interested in 
the great cause of temperance: Year 
after year George labored on and in March 
last he reached the goal. Five years had 
expired and the money was his to demand. 
Incidents like taking an affidavit and re- 
cital of the items of the agreement were, - 
of course, necessary. 

George made his demand. and compli- 
ance was made at once. He received 40( 
bonds of the Southern Pacific Company, 
and every one of the bonds is worth $1000 
He then went post haste to New York. 
A private car, such as it was, was placed 
at his disposal, and he and his attorney, 
E. F. Preston, made the journey eastward. 
The first victory’ had been won, and, 
strange as it may seem, the private car 
suggested the possibility of a second. That 
car was anything but what it should have 
been. It was poorly furnished, and quite 
behind the times in convenience. George 
was disgusted, but he could get no better 
arrangements, and his disgust broadened 
until it involved the whole railroad eor- 
poration from Huntington down. 

George had never been interested in 
railroads any way, and the thought flashed 
into his brain that he was somewhat care- 
less in his methods to allow others -to 
handle h’s roney as th y pleased, to pledge 
his interests at their caprice and borrow 
and lend upon his fortune. He decided, 
there and and, then, to get his money out 
of the railroads. He reflected that the Pa- 
cific Improvement Company was a mys- 
terious affair at the best. He might ‘be 
in its debt or the corporation in his. He 
was determined to cut loose, and expressed 
his determination to his attorney.

Henry Kehan Wanders Two Days Among

The continuation of abnormally cool, 
cloudy weather has greatly benefited_.all 
summer crops, but is retardipg. very much 
the ripening of fruit and the curing of 
hay. The excessive and unprecedented 
rains in the San Joaquin Valley have in- 
jured considerable hay, and with the wind 
and sandstorm has injured fruit by blow- 
ing it off the trees. The fruit crop from 


one end of the State to the other will be 


a heavy one, except in Modot, Lassen and 
portions of Siskiyou counties, where late 
frosts killed the buds | 

Late grain has made a wonderful im- 
provement in the central portions of the 
State, and in places where ripe for harvest, 
the ground is too wet to bear the com- 
bined harvesters until dried out by con- 
tinued sunshine and northerly winds. The 
grape crop is reported from poor to fair 
and good. The highest temperatures are 
95 deg. at Huron, Fresno county, and the 
lowest, 35 deg. at Yreka, Siskiyou county.

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) June 11.—Assured 
of the success of. the big tunnel on the 
American side the same interests which 
control it have made arrangements for 
the construction of a similar plant on the 
opposite side of the river.

A COUP D’ETAT. 


How President Gonzales of Paraguay wee 
Made to Resign.

NEW YORK, June 12.—The Herald’s 
Buenos Ayres dispatcn says that the coup 
d'etat in r on Saturday ended peace- 

ot was fired. Gens. Escobera 
Cabell and Egus Guid, each of whom is a 
candidate for the’ Presidency, entered into 
a conspiracy with the Minister of War to 
overthrow President Gonzales. When the 
President, accompanied by the Minister of 
the Interior and the Chief of Police, was 
entering the Congress in Assumption, he was 
‘suddenly surrounded and arrested by armed 
men, who compelled him to resign his office. 
The Vice-President, who is a nephew of Gen. 
Cabellero, at once assumed the powers of 
President. 

The object of the coup d’etat was to de- 
stroy the official candidacy of Dr. de Cond, 
Paraguay’s Minister to Uruguay. A fight 
for spoils among the three generals who 
want to be President will probably com- 
mence in July, during the vlections of elec- 
tors. The Vice-President favors his uncle, 
Gen. Cabellero, while the Minister of War 
wants Gen. Egus Guid to succeed, and the 
Chief of Police supports Gen. Escobera. 

The direct telegraph wires from Paraguay 
have been cut, and communication is inter- 
rupted. The latest advices say that the 
deposed President has been put on board a 
steamer for this city. His Ministers of Jus- 
tice and Foreign Affairs and the Chief of 
Police have been imprisoned.¢ The Vice- 
President has formed, a cabinet, including 
Angel Martinez as Minister of Finance; Dr. 
Macial, Minister of Justice; Gregory Bene- 
titz, Minister of Forefgn Affairs, and Gen.

THOSE REFUGEES. 


The Salvadoran Revolutionists Demand Them 
from Capt. Thomas. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, June 11. — The Herald’s 
Washington correspondent. telegraphs that 
the white elephant which Commander 
Thomas of the cruiser Bennington has 
taken on his hands at La Libertad is now 
the subject of international complications: 
The Salvadoran revolutionists want the 
refugees that Commander Thomas took on 
board his vessel last Thursday and have 
demanded them. 


In a cable message received at the Navy 


Department Commander Thomas states 
that the revolutionists hdve demanded that 
he hold the refugees now under his pro- 
tection only until extradition ‘papers have 
Thomas says, 
fifteen men on board the Bennington, 
members of the overturned goyernment, 
and the revolutionary forces ask, that. they | 
be held, the late Vice-President especially, 
until an answer to their demand for extra- 
dition upon the United Stated government 
is received. 

Commander Thomas asks for specific in- 
structions as to what he should do in re- 
gard to complying with the request. A 
reply was sent to him, as the result os a 
conference between the Secretaries of 
State and of the Navy and the President. 
The text of this dispatch cannot be ob- 
tained, but the correspondent is informed 
that the administration had avoided giv- 
ing any instructions. The dispatch, in 
effect, tells him to use his discretion, but 
to be cautious and not in any way inter- 
fere between the different factions. 

Whether Commander Thomas was right 
or wrong in permitting the refugees to 
come on board the Bennington, now that 
they are there, it can be safely said they 
will not be put ashore during the present 
disturbed state of affairs at La Libertad. 
The administration might have looked with 
disfavor upon the reception of the refu- 


gees originally, but once on the Benning 


ton they are on American territory, and 
the State Department would not, under 
any circumstances, feel justified in sur- 
rendering them except through the medium 
of extradition. 

GOVERNMENT EFFORTS. 

LA LIBERTAD, June 11.—The newly- 
organized government is making desper- 
ate efforts to secure the surrender of the 
refugees on board the U.S.S. Bennington. 
After making formal remonstranee against 
the extension of an asylum to the late 


Vice-President and his staff, the Presi- 


dent has made a demand upon Mr. Pol- 
lock, the American Consul, for the sur- 
render of the men. 

For the time being he waives entirely 
the question of right to assume, and 
charges that these officials of the late 
government have been embezzling. 

He demands their surrender under article 
2, of the extradition treaty negotiated 
with the United States in 1870. Consul 
Pollock consulted over this new phase of 
the case with Commander Thomas, of the 
Bennington, and then informed the gov- 
ernment he could meet the demand only 
on the ‘instruction of Washington officials. 
He was served with extradition papers 
regularly drawn, and then cabled an ac- 
count of the affair to Washington. So 
far he has not had a response. Meanwhile 
the refugees are being detained on the 
Bennington, and will not be allowed to 
take passage on the coasting steamers to 
a port of safety. The refugees insist this 
move of the President is nothing more 
than a pretext to obtain their surrender, 
when he will promptly avenge himself 
by punishing them for political reasons. 
The impression is general, however, that 
they must be surrendered, all legal ‘térms 
hating been observed to make the de- 
mand, but the United States Consul will 
probably require a guarantee that the 
refugees shall be tried only on the criminal 
charges specified.

This Class. ** 
Press Leased-wire Service. 
CHICAGO, June 10 o'clock tos 
morrow morning there will. assemble. in 
this city the most notable set of railri 
men ever gathered together in this couf- 
try.

BABIES OF NEW YORK. 


‘No one dies knows the condition of the 
poor of New York can fail to be impressed 
with the appalling rate of mortality of tho: 


children during the hot ‘months of the; 
| year.. 


While in the winter the death rate’ 
of the children of that city, under 5 years 
of age, may be 230 out of every 1000. 
deaths, in the summer it will accoynt for 
700 out of 4000. 
Mr. Straus npr a depot, where pure 
milk, both in*its natural ahd sterilized 
| form, was sold at cost. Extreme care 
was taken to procure the milk from un- 
tainted sources. The Health Board of New 
York placed at the disposal of Mr. Straus 
a veterinary surgeon, who examined over 


dairy, and pronoynged them all free from. 
disease. A contract was made -with the 
proprietor of this dairy, to forward to 
the depot only milk from the cows which 
bad been examined by the veterinary sur- 
geon. It is a dictum of medical and chem - 
ical science that while the properties of 
milk are of such a character as to en- 
dow it on one hand with almost perfect 
qualities for the preservation of health 
and for nutriment, it may, on the other 
hand, become a terrific energy for the 
propagation of. disease. Milk is one of the 
most perfect culture fluids,“ and the 
bacteria which get into it from external 
sources, after it is drawn, increase with 
most astonishing rapidity. 

The effort was to have the milk that 
was sold at the depot so drawn, handled 
and transported as to reduce to the min- 
imum the chances of pollution. The sales 
for the season ‘were 32,000 quarts of pure 
milk, and 34,000 bottles of sterilized milk. 
More than one thousand sick babies were 
fed on the sterilized milk, most of whom 
Were ill with cholera infantum, and the 
benefit due to the improvement in their 
food was immediate and amazing. The 
ratio of deaths was very low—not over 
10 per cent. at the outside. A great 
many families, 500 a day in extreme hot 
weather, were supplied with pure milk. 
Their sick, puny children were supplied 
with healthful food, and the mothers were 


were charged by careless grocers for old, 
diluted and skimmed milk. The prices 
were uniform throughout the season: Four 
cents a quart for pure milk; 1% cents a 
bottle for pure, sterilized milk; 1 cent a 
bottle (six ounces) for modified milk, and 
1 cent a glass for pure milk.

The memory of the defunct City Bank 


was revived in the courts yesterday by 


the filing of two opinions, one being by 
Judge Shaw and the other by Judge Van 
Dyke. 

The case Which formed the subject 
of Judge Sbaw's decision is under the 
old title of Miller vs. the City Bank and 
the order is: that cortain petitioners in in- 
tervention be allowed charges against the 
The, decision rendered by Judge Van 
Dyke is in the case of George North vs. 
W. T. Childress, et. al., and it has a 
bearing of considerable importance. The 


action was against the defendants as 


stockholders of the City Bank, being 
brought for the purpose of recovering 
from the latter severally under the pro- 
visions of the constitution and code. One 
of the defendants, J. J. Schallert, con- 
tested the claim, and the action was tried 
against him alone. The court orders 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff and in 
the course of the discussion of the case 
SAYS: 

The action is in the nature of an ac- 
tion for money and received under 
the old rule of pleading, and the com- 
plaint emtraces eight counts, the first 
being for money had and received for the 
use of the plaintiff, and each of the other 
seven counts being for money had and re- 
céived for the use of certain parties whose 
elaims were assigned to the «plaintiff. 
When the plaintiff closed his case, de- 
fendant Schallert put in no testimony, 
but moved for a non-suit on various 
grounds, and the case was submitted upon 
briefs to be filed. One of the objec- 
tions raised on the part of said defendant, 
as pointed out ‘in the brief of his at- 
torhey, is that the complaint falls to state 
a cause of action, in that it alleges that 
the City Bank was indebted for money 
hdd and received for the use of the plain- 
tiff; dnd so-forth, without setting out the 
terms of the contract, and that no demand 
for payment is alleged, and further that 


as to all the counts except the first it 


fails to allege that the plaintiff was the 
assignee of the right to lintain an ac- 
tion’ against the stockholder, the allega- 
tion being that the claim against the 
City Bank was. assigned. : es 
“Notwithstanding our code practice, it 
has been held in this State from an early 
period that the common counts can be 
used, and in a certain case it was held 
that a special request need not be stated 
or proved in the case of common counts.

ment of the Lime Company was not shown 
to be made by a formal resolution of the 
board of directors of the corporation is met 
by many decisions to the effect that such 
is not necessary. Tuller vs. Arnold, 98 
Cal., 522, holds that ‘an assignment of an 
account due to a corporation is sufficient, 
if mad by the secretary and managing 
agent of a corporation, who had general 
authority to represent the corporation in 
such assignment, though no special resolu. 
tion was adopted by the directors auther- 
izing the assignment.’ (See also {McKeir- 
nan vs. Lenzen, 56 Cal., 61, and Greig vs. 
Riordan, 99 Cal., 316.) In the latter case 
the court says in this connection: ‘There 
was a period in the history of corpora- 
tions when the most ordinary transactions 
were required to be authorized by solemn 
Fesolutions of the board of ‘trustees, duly 
entered in their records and authentical 
by the corporate seal. With the multipli- 
cation of corporations, having for their 
object nearly every business pursuit known. 
to modern times, the formalities previously 
regarded as necessary and which were illy 
adapted to pursuits requiring prompt ac- 
tion, have been greatly abridged.’..

Elmer E. Crandall, the complainant in

Last evening Crandall called upon Net- 
tles and Alexander and requested them 
to accompany him up to the office of his 
attorneys. While at the latter’s house 
waiting for him, Crandall was surprised 
by the entrance of Mrs. Crandall, Broder- 
son and Detective Grosse, into the room 
where he sat. After exchanging a few 
commonplaces, Broderson asked Nettles 
how much money he had offered him on 
Saturday night. Nettles replied that he 
did not propose to discuss the subject 
then. Broderson angrily retorted that he 
would discuss it right then, but Crandall 
replied for him that he should not do so.

“Sixth—The fact that a superintendent 
elected at the present time would serve 
through the term of the present Board of 
Education, and through the entire term 
of the next board, and partly through 
the term of the next succeeding board, 
is sufficient to show the undesirability of 
such an election.

‘independence of the Board of Education

The Times is in receipt of several com- 
munications relating to the above subject. 
One of these is from Rev. George W. White. 
.presiding elder of the Los Angeles dis- 
trict. Reminding the reverend gentleman 
that he is in error in alleging thet The 
Times has made a number of attacks 
upon a recent temperance movement in 
the Methodist church,“ we quote from his 
long letter as follows: 

“The facts regarding the movement are, 
briefly, these: The last General Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
in 1892, ae scoring the government 
(which was then under Republican rule) 
for its open and notorious complicity with 
the liquor business, and denouncing the 
license policy as iniquitous, declared as 
follows: ‘We do not presume to dictate 
‘the political conduct of our people, but we 
do record our deliberate judgment that no 
political party has a right to expect, nor 
ought it to receive the support of Chris- 
tian men so long as it stands committed 
to the license policy or refuses to put it- 
self on record in an attitude of open hos- 
tility to the saloon. This report shall not 
be construed as an indorsement of any po- 
litical party.’ The general conference 
then provided for the organization of 
Christian Temperance Leagues through- 
out the church, under a special committee 
of its own appointment, to carry into prac- 


ciples it had announced. Membership was 
to be,voluntary and made up of members 
of the congregation ‘willing to unite for 
practical effort in suppressing the liquor 
traffic.’ Also, there was to be ‘the alliance 


other religious bodies for such particular 


prove.’ 
»The Southern California Annual Con- 
ference, at its session in San Diego in 
September, 1892, adopted the plan recom- 
mended by the General Conference, ap- 
pointed a permanent committee to super- 
vise the organization and authorized the 


presiding elders to bring the matter before 


each charge upon their districts, through 
the quarterly conferences. This was done 
by the presiding elder of the Los Angeles 
district, and every charge but one, I think, 
voted to organize the league. The recent 
convention was called by a circular letter 
sent to all pastors for public announcement 
and circulation, signed mainly by promi- 
nent laymen, asking that the Methodists of 
the district meet to discuss the attitude of 
our church toward the liquor traffic and 
decide what is our duty as members. It 
was distinctly stated to be only and en- 
tirely a Methodist and not a party conven- 
tion. I was asked to preside, and it was 
my official duty to do so. The discussions 
were all confined to the strict questions 
of our duty as Methodists under the Dis- 
cipline. It was clearly explained “> the 
chairman that the provisions of the Disci- 
pline, under which the call had been is- 
sued, were advisory and not mandatory. 
And when it was finally decided to put 
the movement entirely into the channels 
of the Christian Temperance Leagues, al- 
ready organized, it was distinctly ex- 
plained, both in the convention and in the 
papers sent out afterward to the charges, 
that membership in the leagues was to be 
purely voluntary, by simply taking a pledge 
not to vote for or work with license par- 
ties, and that no political party was in- 
dorsed or recommended. The constitu- 
tion adopted and the wording of the pledge 
were carefully kept in harmony with the 
-General Conference plans and utterances. 
The one is no more severe than the other. 
The pledge is merely a personal accept- 
ance of the principles laid down by the 
general and annual conferences. 

The essential points in the remainder 
of Mr. White’s communication are sum- 
marized below: He says that “all the 
important work was done in the day ses- 


tion was practically unanimous. The final 
vote was deferred until evening to enable 
the Committee on Resolutions to so modify 
the report as to please the few who ob- 
jected to the first and more radical re- 
port. Only one man said anything about 
withdrawing, and ne was given as great 
liberty of speech as anybody on the floor 
and was appointed by the chair on the 
Committee on Resolutions. Care was 
taken to have that committee composed 
of men: of different political affiliations. 
The Epworth League convention did not 
have anything to do with sending out 
the papers to the charges. It merely in- 
dorsed the action of the other conventions 
and promised co-operation. The papers 
were sent out by a committee appointed 
by the temperance convention.” That com-

‘yas placed above our names, nor did he

‘The signing of the proposed pledge is 
purely voluntary.

That the church is tired of waiting 
for action by “the purblind statesmen of 
parties in partnership with the iniquitous 
traffic.“ „We propose to find out, he 
says, whether the great parties care more 
tor the votes of rummies, pimps and the 
saloon rabble than they care for the votes 
of decent Christian men, and the only: 
way we know to find out is to pledge each 
other sacredly that we will only vote with 
parties opposed to the rum power.“ 

He further says that the liquor men 
have combined, and we propose to meet 
them with the same methods of war.“ That 
the church “has a divine right to advise 
its members as to their political duty on 

al issues, and that we have as great 
advice to act upon the advice’’—(whatever 
this may mean.) He closes as follows: 
“We do not believe in the union of church 
and State, but we also demand that there 
shall be peremptory divorce of that ten 
times more abominable combination, the 
union of the saloon and the State.”

A GHASTLY SIGHT. 


An Old Man Found Dead in a Dilapidated 
Shanty. 

Word was received at the Police Station 
last evening of the discovery of the body 


of an old man named John Kerns in a 


shanty on Palmetto street, near Mateo. 


Coroner Cates was notified, and, in accord- 


ance with his instructions, Peck, Chase & 
Co. removed the corpse to their undertak- 
ing establishment, where an inquest will 
be held at 9 o'clock this morning. 

Kerns, who was about 65 years of age, 
lived alone in a small one-room shanty in 
the rear of a small lot on Palmetto street. 
As he was of a retiring disposition, and 
did not associate with his neighbors, but 
little is known of him or his habits in the 
vicinity, but the fact that he had not been 
seen about for several days occasioned 
comment, and finally the curiosity of 
some of his neighbors overcame their deli- 
cacy to such an extent that they invaded 
his premises. Finding all the windows 
and the door securely fastened they made 
a tour of investigation, and, reaching the 
conclusion that the old man had com- 
mitted suicide, informed the police. 

Upon the arrival of the undertakers the 
door of the shanty was broken open, when 
it was found that the body of the old man 
lay on the floor in one corner of the 


shanty... He Kad evidently arisen from his 


bed, staggered across the room to a bench, 


‘on which sevéral pails of water and cook- 
placed, and fallen upon 
his face and died, either in a fit or from 
‘the effects of heart failure. From the ad- 


vanced stage of decomposition in which the 
corpse was found it was evident that he 
had been dead for three or four days, at 
least, and it was, therefore, impossible to 
tell whether or not death was due to nat- 
ural causes or suicide. There were. how- 


ever, no external marks of violence vis- . 


ible, nor was there anything in the cabin 
indicative of self-destruction. * 


While it is generally believed that thé’ 


old man owned the shanty in which be 
lived, no one in the neighborhood appeared 


to know exactly how long he had resided 


there. nor whence he came, but this will 
probably be ascertained at the inquest 
this morning.

MIKE OR “MOSE. 


Either Polaski or Gunst Will 
Lose $3500. 


‘A Smooth Traveling Cigar Salesman Who 
Answers to the Name of Docter 
Got Away With the Mon ey 
and 


The San Francisco Examiner of Sunday 
has the following: 

“Mike Polaski, the Los Angeles cigar 
dealer, will arrive in this city this even- 
ing. He comes to confer with Mose Gunst 
to decide whether he or the San Francisco 


man shall be the loser of $3500 paid to 


the latter’s agent on account of a debt. 
Polaski has not yet been heard from, but 
Gunst protests that he (Gunst) will not 
be out a cent beyond a few hundred cigars 
confided to Alex Docter on his last trip 
South. 

“Mr. Docter is Gunst’s leading sales- 
man, and Polaski is his best Los Angeles 
customer. . The traveling salesman started 
out a few weeks ago on a business trip, 
and his employer had no reason to feel 
uneasy about him, until Polaski wrote to 
complain that no acknowledgment had 
been made of a payment of $3500 on ac- 
count to Mr. Docter. Then Gunst’s eyes 
began to open wide. 

“He had not authorized Docter to make 
cdllettions, and, more serious still, had 
received neither advices nor remittances 
from his salesman. Letters and telegfams 
were exchanged between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, and inquiries were made 
at other points, but no news of Docter’s 
whereabouts could be obtained. All that 
Mr. Gunst could learn for certain was that 
his traveling man had received a check 
for $3500 from Polaski & Co. at 9 o’clock 
on the evening of May 28, made payable 
to ‘bearer,’ that he had promptly cashed 
it on the day following, and then had 
disappeared. That Docter had been 
drugged and robbed was a hypothesis 
which was not entertained for a moment 
by the shrewd Mr. Gunst. He concluded 
that his traveling agent had mistaken the 
road for Mexico for that to Arizona, and 
found his way to the cactus land with Mr. 
Polaski’s money. As time has gone on 
the impression has become strengthened. 
Gunst does not look the least bit happy, 
but he protests that he is not worrying 
over the occurrence.

„ Mike will have to stand the loss, 
poor fellow,’ he lugubriously remarked last 
evening.

Polaski and I have had 
dealings for many years, the balance in 
my favor sometimes running up into the 
thousands. The accounts were always 
paid by him with checks made payable to 
Moses A. Gunst & Co. or order. Get this 
right—or order. This time, according to 
a letter which I have received from him, 
the check was made to Moses A. Gunst &
